5. Interest was f'presstd in expanding the studies on curling 
to Include correlations of the quantitative wasurimt of 
curling (being developed) with other properties of leaf, filter 
and blend thro.jhout the entire processing operations including 
properties of the finished cigarette (e.g. loose ends, voids, 
etc).
